Massachusetts bas
adopted4 per cent, interest as the standard osed
for determimng the required reserve; the state
of New York adopts a lower standard, namely 44
per cent. interest, Hence the reserve ofs
company, and its surplus, if any, as made in
the official reports of the insuranco depart-
ments of the Lwo States, do not agree; but if
the Srew York standard is safe, the Massachu-
geity one must be safer, and the New York
Life therefore amploi-a the Massachusetts one
in making its own calcnlations, that being the
highest standard used. Thus, by the DMas-
sachnsetts standard of interesat, the reserve of
the New York Life was $16,841,177 on the 1st of
January. 1872, and its suplus over all liabilitics
$1.488, as computed and published in the
Company’s regular snnual report. Bot if the
rate ofinterest to be hereafter realized is as-
sumed at the Naw York rate, 4} per cen!,, the
reserve is $15.685,000 and the surplus consa-
nently $2.644811. The policy of the New
g’nrk Life is, to estabhsh and msintain perfect
security sbove all other shings.
